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The conference of the MHBK leaders, which was held in Munich on 
15 July 1950# took place mainly to reorganize that group. The MHBK, which 
was formerly the UHB32 is the Magyar Harcosok Baj tarsi Koiossege or the 
Hungarian Front Fighters Union ( formerly the Front Fighters Group)* 

Major General Andras ZAKO is the President of the MHBK and his 
Adjutant is Lt, Brvien GEVAY ( cover name FAGYINA)* GK7AY is not identical with 
GEVAY-WOLFF, the Ministry Secretary. The MHBK is composed of the following 
sections! 

a* Strategic Section - handles war preparations; operational plans; 
use of fit Hungarian emigres in a Hungarian Legion or Army to be organised if 
needed* This section is directed by General Staff Colonel L&jos NADAS, who 
was formerly in oharge of the intelligence seotion of the MHBK* NADAS is an 
Arrow Cross member, strongly pro-Geraan and of different political beliefs

In the report on the reorganisation of the Hungarian Front Fighters 
Group in Emigration of $ Aug. I960* it waa atated that the Hungarian Front 
Fighters Group ( Magyar Barooaok Bajtarsi Kosessege * MHBK), at a meeting held 
In Munich on 15 July 1950, decided to reorganise their unit. For additional 
detail, a report on the meeting prepared by one of the members present, is 
herewith forwarded. 

About 60 former Hungarian officers now living in Germany and Austria 
were present. There are no differences of opinion regarding the purpose of the 
MHBK - the National Christian orientation of the members | the fight against 
Bolshevism and the elimination of a Hungarian war debt, all are regarded as 
main objectives of the MHBK. 

In addition to the reform of the ■Kgslsnwrgwix organisation ( see the 
report referred to above), plans for the eventual mobilisation of the Hungarian 
emigrants in the event of war, and of resistance activities in Hungary proper 
were also discussed at this meeting. ( Source did not supply addilonal details 
probably beoause of speoial directive forbidding such a discussion). 

Regarding political matters, the finality of the br»ak between the 
Ferenoe HAGT group and the MHBK was made clear. This does not mean, however, 
that th*re will be a complete withdrawal from tho New York Hungarian Committee. 
Several members of the Committee, suoh as Tibor BCKHARDT, are pro-UHBK and 
want to cooperate with that group. On the other hand Hungarian Union regards 
the MHBK with disdain, and Gesa SOOS, the leader of this Union in Europe 
recently referred to the MHBK as •Fasoists and Germans* who must be destroyed 
4*0 the^y permit no peace*. 

During the conference, a noteworthy iMtlsaat incident, took place. A 
politicallynalve old Colnel, Fereno K08Z0KUS, who was probably prompted by the 
Hungarian Union, started a debate in which he spoke out against the foreign 

leadership in the Hungarian Army ( i.e. th«* old K.u.K* officers who came from 
Austria) and the Sohwabea descendants ( German speaking Hungarian nationals 
are oalled *Sohwaben* by other Hungarians). He stated that the Hungarian soldiers 
would fight well only if they had Magyar aommanders and gave as an example 
the Infantry Regiment Humber 6 from Budapest-Ujividek which was aotive during 
the 1st World War. Therefore, the MHBK should only accept Magyar officers, 
following this, a former officer of the above regiment took the floor and 
explaihed that he could not agree with Col. KOSZORUS' point of view, 
since the mgfaockyt regiment, which displayed itself exceedingly well In the 
1st World War, was commanded by Coll von WBLLENRSITER and the Brigadier was 

Major General GUERTLER ( latter names may be wrong but the names wore German 
ones). 
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Major General ZAKO interrupted the discussion at that point and 
stated that the members of the UHBK are all Hungarian officers and that he would 
n avar question the parentage of any of his comrades, since raoial investigations . 
in Hungary, with the exception of a bri*^ period better forgotten# were not the

for a long time# He was heartily greeted and addressed , without exception# aa 
*Royal Majesty* # His appearanoe was an outspoken success and he made an obviously 
good impress ion on the officers under 30 who aaw little servioe under him as 
their legitimate ruler* It was also apparent that Otto von Hep a burg, as op posed 
to his father Karl, spoke perfect Hungarian and he made a favorable effeot by 
conversing w^chout strain with all present* He was also the guest of honor 
atthe banquet which was held after the Man conference* Otto von HAPS BURG 
had a long discussion with Major General ZAKO and the latter, who was formerly 
not a I^itind^t, must now be included in t his group* 



On the other hand, Otto von HAPSBURO appeared to be trying to ingratiate 
hi: self with the officers»% r at least become a member of their oirole* This 
motion was probably caused by the fact that two yearw ago his attempted 
cooperation with the Hungarian Committee in Hew York never completely materialised 
and was never effective due to the intervention of the Hungarian Union* 
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
